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Wave of priestly defections @ 
has ‘stricken’ Pope Paul VI & 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI has 
appealed to priests to end the “mania” of 
defections. from the priesthood and the 
“process of desacralization” of the priestly 
ministry. 


He told Rome's clergy that the large 
numbers of priests who have left the 
ministry in recent years is an “immense 
sorrow” which has troubled and confused 
him. 


“A PROCESS OF desacralization has 
taken possession of the priestly institution 
to demolish it and cover over its ruins,” 
Pope Paul said in an address Feb. 10 


“A mania of laicization (returning 
priests to the status of lay persons) has 
ripped the external ornaments of the 
sacred habit and has torn from the heart of 


“some the sacred reverence due to their 


own persons, substituting a showy, 
secular vanity and sometimes even the 
boldness of the freethinker and the man 
who performs illicit acts,” said the Pontiff. 


“The. statistics have stricken us,” he 
continued. “The reasoning processes 
trouble us. The motivations demand 
reverence and compassion from us, but 
they also bring us immense sorrow. 


“THE FATE OF the weak who havefound _ 
the strength to desert their commitment 
confuses us and makes us invoke the’ 
mercy of God,” said the Pope. 


“That it is the chosen ones of the house 
of God who are themselves struggling 


_against its. stability and violating its 


traditions seems incredible to us and 
puts on our lips the agonized words of the 
Psalm: 


“If my enemy had insulted me, | would 
have borne it. If an adversary rose up 
against me, | would have hidden myself 
from him. But it is you, my friend, 
companion and confidant!” 


THE PONTIFF reminded the priests that 
they were aware of sufferings the 
priesthood would entail when they 
decided to become priests. 


He said theirs was a “voluntary 
immolation, victorious before the denials 
which it requires and strangely loved

precisely for the pain which fills the heart” 
because of it. 


“We want to ask as alenten practice that 
you think over thoroughly this aspect of 
our priestly personality, so that you might 
have the paradoxical courage to repeat to 
yourselves the words: ‘With Christ | am 
nailed to the cross,” said Pope Paul. 


UNDER THE HEADING of “defections” 
in the latest Vatican statistical yearbook, 
1,560 diocesan priests left the ministry 
throughout the world in 1975. In 1974, 
however, 1,778 diocesan priests left the 
ministry. 


The highest number of departures from 
the diocesan priesthood in this decade 
was 1,964 in 1972, according to the 
Vatican statistical yearbook. 


The yearbook did not list the number of 
priests in religious orders who departed in 
1972, but for 1975 it reported 1,446 
departures from the priesthood among 
religious orders. For 1974 it reported 
1,686 departures.

Pope urges help for natural family planning 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI has 
urged specialists in natural ~ family 


_ planning to help couples who have failed 
to observe the church’s ban on artificial: 


birth control. 


A letter sent in the Pope’s name to mark 
an international conference on natural 
family planning methods in Melbourne, 
Austrailia, said the Pope hoped that 
“special attention will be directed toward 
helping those who have not always been 
successful in living out fully the difficult 
demands posed by the Christian teaching 
on marriage.” 


THE LETTER FOCUSED on Pope Paul’s 
encyclical Humanae Vitae (On Human 
Life), which restated the church's 
opposition to artificial birth control. It said 
the encyclical should be seen as “a 
challenge to Christian charity also to those 
who can give assistance by medical 


knowledge and expertise.” 


Encouragementof endeavors in the 
area of natural family planning is 
especially opportune. now that more 
doctors are showing interest in such 
methods “and since young people are 
more and more seeking ways of life that 
are Clearly natural, almost, as it were, in 
reaction to the deceptive results of the 
promise of technical solutions to all 
human problems,” the letter said. 


The letter was sent by Cardinal Jean 
Villot, papal secretary of state, to 
Archbishop Thomas F. Little of Mel- 
bourne. The conference there Feb. 10-19 
to commemorate the 10th anniversary of

This research must be used to serve 
“Christian couples who are striving for the 
faithful fulfillment of their proper duties, 
for the carrying out to perfection of their 
lofty vocation of conjugal love.” 


Archbishop calls canal treaties ‘moral and just’ 


PITTSBURGH (NC)—The Panama 
Canal treaties represent enlightened 


U.S. policy, are “moral and just” 
and deserve passage, Archbishop 
Marcos McGrath of Panama City 
told priests here recently. 


The tall, lean archbishop, a 
Panamanian who has long urged a 
new treaty, was here on the first 
leg of a five-state speaking tour 
sponsored by the U.S. Catholic 


Conference and several Protestant 
churches. 

EXPRESSING optimism about 
Senate ratification of the treaties, 
the archbishop added, “If the 
American people get the facts and 


see this is really a fair deal for them 


and for Panama, and not to their 
detriment, there will be no 
problems.” 


U.S. rejection of the treaties 
would trigger moral and economic 
depression in Panama and set back 
Latin American hopes for improved 
relations with the United States, 


Archbishop McGrath added. 


Stating that the original treaty of 
1903—made under duress and 
signed by no Panamanians— 
represented an injustice to Panama, 
the archbishop said Christians must 
spread the social justice stressed by 
Vatican Il internationally if “our one 
world” is to avoid disaster. 


SEVERAL U.S. bishops have also 
come out in support of the treaties, 
including bishops of Nashville, 
Tenn., Orlando, Fla:, and Atlanta, Ga. 

The diocesan Council of Priests in 
Nashville and the Orlando Priests’ 
Council have also endorsed the 
treaties. The Nashville priests said 
the treaties would promote the 
church's teaching on: international 
justice and they called on local 
religious educators to “outline the 
religious principles involved.” 


ARCHBISHOP MCGRATH said 
fears that the treaties will permit the 
Russians or Cubans to gain control 
of the canal through Panamanian 


Communists are groundless and 
result from the oversimplified views 
of Latin America. 


The greatest danger is rejection of 
the treaties which would permit the 
Communists to continue exploiting 
the issue of foreign domination, he 
added. 


The Canal Zone prevents Pana- 
manians from living as one nation, 
the archbishop said. It

* controlled:a 10-mile 


strip between Pennsyl- 
vania and New York, in 
which only French 
administration, courts, 
justice and culture were. 
recognized, he said. 


LATIN AMERICAN countries see 
the treaties as hope for a new era 
in U.S. dealings after decades in 
which American business has 
dominated relations to their 
disadvantage, Archbishop McGrath 
said. 


Questioned about human rights in 
Panama, the archbishop conceded 


there were violations. But conditions 


are good compared to the rest of 
Latin America and some other parts 
of the world and the churches are 
striving to imporve on this, he said. 


The matter is not germane to the 
treaties, which deserve support on 
their own merit, he added.

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Diocesan Tribunal hears 1,115 
marriage annulment cases in '77 


Southern Cross Reporter 


The diocesan Tribunal 
had another busy year in 
1977 as it considered 
1,115 marriage annulment 
cases, close to the record 
caseload of 1,158 in 1976. 


In 1977, 767 annulments 
were granted, declaring 
that the marriage was never 
valid, while 155 cases are 
still pending. 


IN THE REPORT an- 
nouncing the figures, Fat- 
her Michael Higgins, offi- 
cialis: of the diocese, said 
“about 80 percent of the 
cases were completed as of 
Dec. 31. 


About one-third of the 
requests received a nega- 
tive decision,” he said. 


_ No cases, he said, are 
pending from 1975 or ’76, 
with only 70 pending from 
1977. 


CONCERNING the larger 
number of cases received 
and granted by the tribunal, 
the officialis told SC the 
grounds have not changed, 
but have developed in a 
sense that the church now 
considers —_ psychological 
grounds. 


Father Higgins said most 
persons seek annulments 
to get married again in the 


Catholic church. 


However, many want to 
get back in the practice of 


‘their faith and be free to 


marry if a prospective part- 
ner comes along, he added. 


_ Father Higgins urged 
those seeking an annul- 
ment to contact their parish 
priest and not the Tribunal 
Office. 


MOST OF THE cases in 
1977 were in the “formal” 
procedure category—Cath- 
olics married in the church 
seeking annulments—775 
cases were accepted, 428 
granted and 154 pending. 


The 301 “defect of form” 
cases—Catholics married 
outside the church seeking 
an annulment—were the 


same as in 1976. All were. 


granted in both years. 


“Ligamen” cases, in 
which someone who mar- 
ried a divorced person out- 
side the church seeks an 
annulment, numbered 19 
with, 18 accepted and 
one pending. 


THIRTEEN “Pauline priv- 
ilege” cases were accepted 
and granted. 


These are cases in which 
two nonbaptized persons 
were married, and one is 
converted to the faith and 
the other will neither be 


converted nor live in peace 
with the Christian. 

The “Petrine privilege” 
concerns the annulment of 
a marriage between a non- 
baptized and a baptized 
person. 


THESE CASES have to be 
transferred to Rome. Seven 
were submitted and all 
were approved. 


Father Higgins said there 
are more and more cases 
where drug abuse affects 
the Tribunal decision over 
the validity of a marriage. 

This is consistent with 
worldwide trends, accord- 
ing to a report by National 
Catholic News Service. 


CANON LAWYERS point 
out that this ground, legally 
called “a defect of due dis- 


- cretion,” has long been rec- 


ognized in church courts as 
a bar to a valid marriage. 
A person suffers from a 
defect of due discretion, 
they explain, if he or she 
cannot act with full know- 
ledge and freedom, or is 
unable to assume the obli- 
gations flowing from a de- 
cision, even if it was made 
knowingly and willingly.

—the small claims action 
of eviction against the 
striking tenants is  dis- 
missed; 

—the authority agrees 
not to seek rent increases 
until construction is com- 
pleted in about a year. 


“Our action in the recent 


rent strike has had the: 


desired effect,” said Father 
Pawlicki. “There is little 
doubt but that the pressure 
of the church forced the 
supervisors and the hous: 
ing authority to the bargain- 
ing table.

Today living in society is not so pleasant at

For Christians already baptized Lent will not 
be only a simple remembrance of the first great 
purifying and generating sacrament, but it will 
be a psychological and moral renewal, brought 
about through baptism itself.

What remains for strong and faithful souls is 
personal austerity in what we eat, in our free

‘Understanding death more and more 


Certainly one of the outstanding personalities of 
our time, in terms of contribution to human 
understanding, is Dr. Elisabeth Kubler-Ross. Her 
studies on death and dying have helped to bring a 
greater awareness of the need for research into this 


inescapable period of our lives. | had the pleasure © - 


of hearing her talk last week, partly of her 
endeavors to develop a center near Escondido, and 
partly of the need for studies in the whole field of 
understanding death. 


__ “Dying patients feel terribly unwanted,” she said. 
All people know when they’re dying and some are 


“petrified” at the thought. She says the 
perceptiveness of children over death is ahead of 
adults, usually, and they can “non-verbally” 
communicate their own death often by means of a 
drawing showing their fears and their problems. . 


Her hope: “That about 100 or 200 years from 
now, nobody will be afraid of death.” She made the 
wry comment that often we tell children that 
someone is dying and that they will be happy ina 
place called heaven. “Then the person dies and 
everyone takes on a mournful look” and the 
children wonder why, if that heaven is such a happy 
page, everyone is crying about someone going 

ere. 


Suitably salted for salvation 


We were talking...about Lenten 
resolutions and fasting and all the 
ancient and modern customs and 
symbols of the season. 

| have always loved Lent. As far back 
as | can remember its advent was 
accompanied by a feeling of satis- 
faction and rightfulness. | loved it not 
only. because it was a prelude to 
Easter and all that joyful celebration, 
but for itself. 

IT BROUGHT A heightened sense of 
excitement and, strange. as it may 
seem of relief. It was exciting to face 
the challenge of choosing to do 
something “heroic” for God, and 
heartening that it was only required 
for a limited time. 

In those childhood days life seemed 
to be a rather oppressive sequence of 
thou shalt nots, and we _ were 
repeatedly warned of the apparently 
endless computation of things we 
should not do under pain of various 
degrees of sinfulness. Lent was like a 
reprieve! 

Now, for six weeks was the 
opportunity to do—something gener- 
ous, something difficult, something 
mortifying in reparation. Mortification 
and reparation—those lovely words 
we seldom hear today—how fiercely 


thrilling they were in their implication! 

THEY WERE THE means to 
assuage the guilt that the sisters 
assured us in catechism classes was 
ours. Our heinous sins had nailed 
Jesus to the cross, but now we could 
suffer along with him and expiate at 
least some of the guilt. 


Devoutly enduring pangs of longing 
for the candy we denied ourselves, 
observing with covert self-congratu- 
lation, reddened and dented knees 
from so many hours waiting for a turn 
at the confessional, attending daily 
mass and weekly Stations, we could 
feel a certain comfort 
evidences of responsive love. 


There was an intensely gratifying © 


-awareness of positive action. For this 
brief time we were not only Catholics 
of mandatory confession and Sunday 
masses, we were of the stuff of 
martyrs, willingly sacrificing for the 
glory of God. 2 

LATER, WHEN THE sisters remind- 
ed us of all that Jesus had done for us, 
we could sit more comfortably in the 
knowledge that we had done 
something for him, too. We had 
responded to his generosity and 
honored our commitments and were 


in these 


proud to have been part of his church, 
part, although we would not have 
expressed it in those words, of his 
suffering body. 

We had, whether. we knew it or not, 
emerged newly “salted.” Salting is 
vitally important to Christian devel- 


opment. It is necessary to impart the ~ 


strength and flavor of true witness and 
to preserve it. ; ; 

“You are the salt of the earth,” Jesus 
told his disciples, “but if the salt loses 
its flavor, how can it be seasoned 
again?” Salt is symbolic of not only the 
power and special quality of mission, 


but also of the enduring covenant with ; 


which God bindsihimself to us. 
LENT, LIKE ADVENT and, for that 
matter, all the liturgical celebrations 


of .the church year, offers the - 


opportunity for ‘“re-salting’’—for 
reviewing and = strengthening our 
Christian power, both individually and 
as a church. It invites us, as persons 
and as acorporate witness, to reaffirm 
our covenant with God. 

The salty Christian is marked by a 
tangyness, a piquancy that awakens 
the senses and enhances his 
awareness of all that he encounters. 
This consciousness of the uniquely 
intimate covenant in which God 


embraces all mankind and of the 
urgent human need for spiritual 
purification must dictate the way he 
thinks, acts, worships, and flavors 
every relationship. 


As children our understanding of 


such concepts may have been limited - 


but we were nonetheless affected by 
them. Lent changed us. We felt nearer 


~ to God afterwards and more confident 
~ of our relationship with him. We were 


more seasoned “Christian soldiers.” 
We were saltier. 


THERE HAD BEEN a process of 
spiritual formation and disciplining; a 
lesson learned of self-denial in 
reciprocal love, of suffering a little 
with and for another. A basis had been 
formed on which to build later. 


We never outgrow our need for 
salting. Words like mortification, 
reparation and penance may be 
slipping from our vocabulary, but we 
are only learning new ways of 
expressing the same thing. 


There is no easy way to remain 
salted so that we may season the 
world with personal witness of Christ. 
We shall always need Lent and 


hopefully love it and thank God it is 
here.

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God’s field of prayer 


A mystery of new depth 
into presence of Christ 


By Father Edward J. Farrell 


What if we began by asking not, “Do we 
have time to pray?” but, “How long does it 
take to be penetrated by the prayer of 
Jesus?” Prayer is mostly a mystery of 
presence; new depth into the presence of 
Christ. He is continually drawing us. 


In physics there are certain fields of eneray, 
certain polarizations. In a similar way we have 
to be more aware that we are in God’s field of 

. prayer, God’s field of presence and that there 
is never a moment when he is not present to 
us, even though we are but rarely present to 
him. 

WE WOULD actually not be in prayer at 
all if prayer came from ourselves. Prayer is 
with Someone Else. “Jesus went out to the 
mountain to pray, spending the night in 
communion with God” (Luke 12:6). 


The prayer of Jesus is prayer in spirit and 
truth. His prayer enters into our time. It is 
total, infinite, eternal. We are all included in 
the prayer of Jesus. 


We pray because Jesus prays. We pray 
because we are being called by his prayer, led 
by his presence. He is always present in our 
lives, calling us to a more explicit conscious 
awareness of his presence. 


Know your 


WHEN HIS prayer enters into me it is no 
longer I who pray but Jesus who prays in me. 
As long as it takes to give myself to God, it 
takes me to pray. 


We have come to discover that praying one 
hour a day or four hours a day is inadequate. 
As Mother Teresa of Calcutta says, we must 
pray 24 hours. a day. 


Our whole life must be a prayer, an entering 
more and more throughly into the prayer of 
Jesus. As long as it takes to enter into his 
prayer it takes to pray. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to realize that there is 
something within us which goes beyond 
ourselves; an interior experience of “him who 
is Prayer” fails—not because we do not have 
time to pray but because we do not believe 
enough in his presence. 


There is a certain cumulative prayer which 
happens because of the Eucharist. Day after 
day anyone who has a deep love for the 
Eucharist has a new capacity for experiencing 
his own and another’s presence. 


There are many times during the day when 
we try to be conscious of him, but there are 
also those times unknown to us when he is 
present to us. He chooses to be with us and 
sometimes he is with us unexpectedly. He is 
there giving himself to us. 


faith 


THE TASK of prayer is to lead us into 
presence, a readiness and availability so that 
no matter what we are doing, there is an 
ongoing awareness of him who has made his 
home in us. 


Jesus is prayer; and in the deepest depths 
of oneself, we are prayer. We are an existence 
of God. The prayer of adoration is becoming 
aware of the act of God’s love creating us, and 
Jesus praying in us at this very moment. We 
are a form of human prayer, but something 
totally new has happened in God becoming 
man. 


In all the prayer of the world’s religious, we 
pause before the incredibly reality that God 
walks among his people; that Godis one of us, 
that God prays. The realization that God 
himself prays is itself mind boggling. 


AND THE GREATEST consolation we 
have is that he is praying for us, with us, in us. 
As we are drawn into his presence, we 
become more aware of Jesus at prayer in us; 
praying in us and inviting us to pray. 


The invitation to pray is an invitation to 
remember his presence and wake up to his 
prayer in us.

Spiritual Exercises 


A methodical approach 


for activist

For well over 1,000 years, the monastic 
style of prayer dominated Christian behavior. 
It suited well the agrarian world in which it 
flourished with its predictability and 
regularity, its seasonal and diurnal rhythm. 


However, the Renaissance and the 
Reformation coincided with the urbanization 
of Europe on an unprecedented scale. Cities 
grew, bloomed and burst at the seams. And 
with them came noise, action, chaotic snarls, 
complexity, discontituity and man-made 
rhythms. 


THE STATELY, serene prayer life of the 
monks did not resonate so well in these urban 
cauldrons. Thanks to the genius of Ignatius 
Loyola and the Jesuits, a prayer possibility 
emerged that was well tailored for the activist 
citizens of the new cities. This prayer style 
was known as the Spiritual Exercises. 


A methodical, systematic approach to 
Spirituality, the Spiritual Exercises endowed 
the users with a flexible, enduring and 
assuring way to thread the maze of action 
with the gold lining of interior faith and prayer. 


In their ideal form, the Spiritual Exercises 
are a four-week retreat designed to help the 
person undergo, a profound religious 
conversion. Each day the person engages in 
five one-hour meditations. 


THE FIRST week these meditations or 
exercises dwell on the tragedy of the human 
condition beset with sin, selfishness, lust, 
avarice and alienation. Week two brings the 


Christians 


retreatant to contemplate the two major 
forces competing for his commitment, 
namely, the kingdom of Christ and the 
kingdom of Satan. 


By the third week the “exerciser” ponders 
the drama of the saving passion and death of 
Christ. The fourth week leads the candidate 
to. view the sweeping panorama of Easter and 
its effect on the life of a Christian. 


Hence like a good educational device, the 
Exercises begin where the person is, affected 
by sin and estrangement. The situation is not 
without hope since Christ is battling for the 
true hopes and personal fulfillment of the 
individual. How this is done comes through in 
the wondrous meditations on the death and 
resurrection of Jesus. 


WHAT IS supposed to happen in these 
meditations and in this retreat? (1) Inner 
awareness of God. (2) Positive and negative 
reaction. (3) A sense of God’s will. 


The Exercises summon the distracted — 


activist to quiet down and fix his or her inner 
attention and imagination on some biblical 


- scene or spiritual truth. This is meant to relax 


the person and draw him or her to an inner 
awareness of God’s presence anda readiness 
to receive insight from God and experience 
the Lord’s love. 


Sometimes this leads to a positive reaction 
of joy or consolation. Other times it results in 
a negative experience of emptiness and 
desolation. 


BOTH REACTIONS are valuable 
precisely as reactions, for they indicate the 


person’s involvement with God. Desolation 
teaches the person to seek the God of 
consolations, not the consolations of God. 


Finally, one is brought to sense God’s will 
for oneself and a future direction. A renewal 
of spirit takes place. One more significant 
step in life-long conversion has been 
accomplished. 


After four centuries, to this present day, 
the Spiritual Exercises remain one of the most 
effective ways of setting in motion a 
spirituality for activists. The decisions and 
attitudes acquired in the retreat are to be 
carried over into regular life—and “mini- 
exercises” are expected to be part of daily 
existence. 


EACH AGE finds new and compelling 
ways to make these exercises relevant and 


useful for fresh legions of people anxious to 
lead a substantial spiritual life in the midst of 
the tensions, distractions and obsessions of 
comtemporary life. 


One of these retreats clearly does not make 
a saint. Normally it takes a lifetime to achieve 
such holiness with God’s grace. Some 
complain that these exercises are too military 
and- insensitive to the needs of individua 
freedom. : 


Not so, if they are pursued properly, for the 
uppermost intention is about the free 
interaction of personal faith and God’s grace. 
The setting and rules are meant to afford this 
glorious possibility. What a gift we have here’ 
in our Catholic heritage. 


How much the better we will be when it is 
accepted and used.

St. Ignatius Loyola | 
The founder of Jesuits 
was a humble man

St. Ignatius Loyola, founder of the Society- 
of Jesus, was born about 1491 in the family 
castle of Loyola, the youngest of 11 
children. 


He entered military service but was 
wounded in the defense of Pamplona on May 
20, 1421, when a cannon ball broke his right 
shin and ripped open his calf. The break was 
badly set and the bone had to be rebroken 
and reset. The surgeon botched the job and 
left a bone protruding below the knee which 
had to be sawed off. 


THE CONVALESCENCE was long, and 
Ignatius requested light reading. All that could 
be found were a life of Christ and saints’ 
legends. He became engrossed and 
determined to imitate the saints. 


How he was to do this was not clear; he 
toyed with several ideas before resolving to 
live a life of rigorous mortification. A vision of 
the Blessed Virgin and the infant Jesus 
inspired him to make a pilgrimage to the 
shrine of Our Lady at Montserrat. 


Manresa, a small town, was not far from 
there. He stayed at Manresa about a year, 
living sometimes with the Dominicans, 
sometimes in a paupers’ hostel, with intervals 


of solitude in a nearby cave. 


IT WAS a time of severe spiritual testing, 
marked by depressing attacks of scrupulo- 
sity. The experience was fruitful, however, for 
out of it came the first notes that grew into his 
famous Spiritual Exercises. Out of it, too, 
came great peace of mind and inner joy. 


Ignatius was consumed by a desire to visit 
the Holy Land. In February 1523 he set out, 
hitching his way. However, once there, his 
immoderate zeal for the Moslems’ conversion 


-made the Franciscan custodians of the holy 


places fearful that he would be taken as a 
hostage and they ordered him home. 


Back in Barcelona, at age 33, he began 
studying Latin. So distracted was he by 
thoughts of God that he found it difficult to 
concentrate, until he hit upon a method of 
turning his study into prayer. And of course 
going to school with little boys was 
humiliating. 


AFTER TWO YEARS he moved to 
higher studies, through which he struggled. 
He lived austerely; wore a coarse gray habit, 
taught catechism and recalled many people 
from vice to virtue. But this lifestyle and 
activity attracted adverse attention, and he 
and three companions moved to Salamanca, 
where again he became the object of dark 


Christian meditation 
Search for truth provides foundation for community

Meditation as a search for the truth 
provides a. strong and satisfying 
foundation for Christian community life. 
St. Peter wrote: “You have been 
obedient to the truth and purified your 
souls until you can love like brothers, in 
sincerity; let your love for each other be 
real and from the heart.” (1 Peter 1:22) 

The truth with which we purify our 
souls enables us to love our brothers in 
sincerity. Our love depends on what we 
have in common; if what we hold in 
common is the truth we can love our 
brothers in truth. 

ST. PETER goes on to say that: “your 
new birth was not from any mortal seed 
but from the everlasting word of the 
living and eternal God.” (1 Peter 1:23) 
The truth which unites us in love is this 


revealed truth “from the everlasting 
word of the. living and eternal God.” 


However, this “everlasting word” with 
which Peter is concerned is not an 
abstract principle nor a philosophy. 
Rather, it is the Word of “the-living and 
eternal God”; it is Jesus. Thus, it is Jesus 
who gives us a new birth. 


No Christian community can hold 
together as a Christian community 
unless it has as a common purpose the 
continual spiritual rebirth of its 
members. In fact, no community can 
long endure unless. it is effectively 
pursuing its reason for being together. 


IF THE MEMBERS think that 
nothing worthwhile is happening relative 
to the purpose of the group, but they are 
nevertheless still burdened by the 
obligations of the group, they tend to feel 


suspicion and decided to leave Spain. 


In Paris his conduct and the reaction to it 
were much the same, but he persevered. In 
1534, he received his master’s degree. Six 
like-minded fellow students joined him in the 
Spiritual Exercises. They took private vows of 
poverty and chastity and offered their 
services to the Pope in any capacity he might 
deem fit. 


Thwarted in their attempts to go to 
Palestine, they met, two years later, in 
Venice. Eleven in number, they went to 
Rome, where Pope Paul III welcomed them 
and gave permission for ordination. 


TYPICALLY, it was a year before Ignatius 
felt himself ready to offer his first mass. They 
put themselves at the Pope’s disposal and he 
assigned them various tasks around Rome. 


It was clear that they had a future in the 
church and would need structure as a group. 
They added a third vow of obedience to 


cheated and frustrated. It is as though 
their commitment has become a trap for 
them. 


For Christians, reliance on abstract 
principles and philosophies is a poor 
substitute for exercising their faith in 
Jesus. In fact, any group works better if it 
is committed more to its members than 
to its principles because principles 
without disciples are rather ineffectual. 
Jesus came to save people; this is why he 
died. 


As we change so do our principles 
tend to change and as we achieve new 
insight into our principles so also do we 
tend to change. If we are to establish an 
enduring community we must place it on 
an enduring foundation. 


JESUS SAID, “I am the way, the 
truth and the life.” If we want traveling

También 
vemos que el esposo, en su inseguridad 
tiene tendencia de apoderarse de su 
esposa—ella es su objeto de amor, no su 
companera, no su co-creadora. 


Para muchos hombres su ideal-es tener 
una esposa completamente dependiente 
del. esposo, sin valores propios_ ni 
opiniones propias. Y se ven casos 
contrarios, Cuando !a esposa, por sus 
celos, se apodera de su esposo 0 hijos y 
continuamente los quiere controlar. 


Por desgracia vemos que la madre 
proteje demasiado a sus hijos 0 hijas, y en 
vez de crear un sentido de indentidad 
propia y de valores propios al exponerlos 
POCO a poco al mundo, trata de formar un 
ambiente aislado de la realidad o de los 
tiempos presentes.

his life in Rome, directing the affairs of his 
amazingly active organization. 


One of St. Ignatius’ most far reaching 
contributions was his Spiritual Exercises 
published in Rome in 1548. This prayer 
method has served ever since as a model for 
both private devotion and formal retreats. 
They reveal the great heart and soul of their 
author. 


The quasi-military structure of the Jesuits 
can be misleading. It is not a‘cold machine, 
and Ignatius was not a stony general. He was 
a man who deeply loved his “army.” His 
concern for the sick was especially touching; 
he could not do enough for them. 


WHEN HIS subjects were right and he 
was wrong, he submitted with a charming 
humility, even cheerfulness. Still, he could be 
firm, and reacted strongly to those whom 
learning had made conceited or negligent of 
true religion. As with all saints, his crowning 
virtue was the prime Christian virtue: love. 


In 15 years, the Jesuits had grown to 1,000 
members in Europe, India and Brazil. St. 
Ignatius’ health deteriorated steadily during 
these years. 


He died suddenly on July 31, 1556. Pope 
Pius XI named him the patron saint of spiritual 
exercises and retreats. : 


companions in this life we must pick ones 
who are seeking to know Jesus. Only in 
this way can we all travel together. 


“The family who prays together stays 
together,” is an old truism. St. Paul wrote 
that, “for anyone who is in Christ, there 
is a new creation.” (2 Corinthians 5:17) If 
one sees a group of people who are ever 
growing, not only as a group but 
individually, as persons, they are 
attracted to that group. 


Growth is attractive because it shows 
life, and life is attractive! To meditate on 
Jesus is know the truth; to meditate on 
Jesus is to be on the way; to meditate on 
Jesus is to live life.

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Talking Point |—Pope who promoted infallibility 


Has a century of history ‘sainted’

He was Rome’s last Pope-king. 


Yet almost daily he walked the 
streets of Rome joking with the com- 
mon people and accepting their peti- 
tions for help. 


He called the church’s 20th ecu- 
menical council (Vatican |), and 
promoted—some even say through 
undue pressure—the still much dis- 
cussed dogma of papal infallibility. 


A photo pictures him aboard his 
private railroad car. Yet this builder of 
the railroad in the Papal States is often 
blamed for barring the church’s en- 
trance into the modern age. 


THIS YEAR the church is cele- 
brating the centenary of the death of 
Pope Pius IX who ended 32 years as 
Pope on Feb. 7, 1878. 


Pope Paul will conclude the Vatican 
festivities with a mass in honor of his 
longest-reigning predecessor in St. 
Peter’s Basilica March 5. 


Yet questions about the pontificate 
of Pius IX will remain. 


Now, a century after his death, the 
Vatican Congregation for Saints’ 
Causes has begun a thorough study of 
Pius’ controversial life to see if the 
church can grant him the honor of 
beatification. 


“THE DEFINITIVE historical study 
of Pius IX has not been done yet,” says 
Vatican lawyer Carlo Snider, the man 
who is directing the new study. 


“Too often students have placed 
slices of salami over their eyes so as 
not to see the truth about Pius,” 
according to Snider, an Italian-Swiss. 


“During the last century certain 
Catholic currents made Pius out to be 


the great victim, prisoner and martyr. 


of the church, while liberals accused 


him of being adamantly opposed to . 


the logical evolution of history.” 


SNIDER INSISTS that Pius must be 
studied “in the context of the attitudes 
of his times, not our own attitudes.” 
Pius had “notable limitations” and 
made mistakes. He violently opposes 
Catholic zealots who try to whitewash 
Pius’ history. 


But he also has little time for critics 
like the Swiss historian, Father August 
B. Hasler, whose recent book casts in 
doubt the validity of the infallibility 
doctrine. 


Father Hasler has catalogued an 
extensive list of incidents which, he 


says, infringed the freedom of the 
council fathers to discuss infallibility 
freely. 


AFTER EIGHT years of study in 40 
European libraries, Father Hasler 
concluded: “One could say that there 
was no true discussion of infallibility 
and therefore the decision was not 
valid.” 


According to Vatican lawyer Snider, 
Father Hasler’s book repeats old 
arguments which reflect “a readiness - 
to use all information against Pius IX 
and to ignore or demolish what is in 
his favor.” 


Father Hasler’s questions about 
infallibility, however, are not the only 
barriers which must be surpassed 
before Pius can be beatified. 


ANOTHER QUESTION is raised bya 
Rome box-office success called “In 
the Name of the Pope-King.” The film 
recounts how Pius ordered the exe- 
cution of two terrorists who bombed a 
papal barracks killing many soldiers 
and wounding many others in 1868, 
two years before papal Rome fell to 
Italian nationalists. 


Could a Pope who ordered the death - 


penalty be canonized? some are 
asking. 

Others question Pius’ dealings with 
Protestants and Jews. He opposed 
granting of equal citizenship to non- 
Catholics in Catholic states and even 
recommended a prison term for Pro- 
testants who were seeking converts in 
the state of Tuscany. 


AS FOR THE Jews, after briefly 
opening the gates of Rome's ghetto, 
Pius quickly shut them again. 


Some claim the Pio Nono, as he was 
usually called, was insensitive to the 
problems. of the masses in an in- 
dustrialized society. 


Serious objections are also vised to 
his famous Syllabus of Errors con- 
demning as errors many new political, 
historical and scientific ideas. 


FACING AN avalanche of doubts 
about Pius, Snider appeals to critics to 
study Pius as a son of his times. 


Views of his treatment of non- 
Catholics must be tempered by a 
recognition of the hostile apologetic 
attitude taken by both Catholics and 
Protestants toward one another in that 
epoch, says the lawyer. 


Regarding the death penalty, Sni- 
der questions whether any head of 
state at that time would have com- 
muted the executions for such ser- 
ious crimes.

Patients must heal their spirits first

AS FOR PIUS’ defense of the tem- 
poral rights of the church and his 
refusal ever to make peace with the 
Italian state, Snider calls for a dis- 
passionate examination of the times. 


In Italy church-state relations were 
tense in areas incorporated into the 
new Italian state. Catholics around 
the world wondered how the Pope 
could maintain his freedom of action 
if the Papal States were lost. 


In the final years of Pius’ reign, 
German Chancellor Otto von Bismark 
began his Kulturkampf, placing al- 
most all aspects of church life under

state control. Even in America, the 
rights of the church and of Catholics 
were under attack from anti-Catholic 
political groups. 


Pius, says Snider, probably reacted - 


to the rush of modern ideas which 
threatened the position of the church 
with “magisterial documents which 
were too negative.” 


“Yet we today must recognize that 
he constructed a great dike for a river 
of ideas that was coming down in 
torrents—full of strong energy, but 
containing a force that no one could 
control,” says the lawyer. 


LA CROSSE, Wis. (NC)—Patients seeking relief 
from physical pain must first heal their spiritual 


ailments, says Dr. C. Norman Shealy, one of the ~ 


nation’s top pain specialists. 


“An individual who is not in touch with his or her 
ideals cannot be healed,” said Dr. Shealy in an 
interview with The Times Review, diocesan 
newspaper in La Crosse, Wis. “You have to get in 
touch with your spiritual ideals which some people 
call the inner being, some people call the higher self 
and some people call the soul.” 


DR. SHEALY, who operates a pain clinic on his 
565-acre farm about 10 miles outside of La Crosse, 
started the first Pain Rehabilitation Center in the 
country in 1971. 


The sometimes controversial physician has been 
called “more of a faith healer than a doctor” but he 
considers that charge a compliment. “Sir William 
Ostler, who is known as the father of American 
medicine, published a book in which he stated that 
the trademark of the profession is faith,” he said. 


_ “In my opinion, there is no such thing as a good 
physician who is not a faith healer,” Dr. Shealy 
added. “If the patient does not have faith in the 
physician, healing rarely occurs. So my colleagues 
also are faith healers and the better they are as a 
physician the more they are a faith healer.” 


IN THE LAST two years, the number of persons 
suffering from “stress diseases” such as high blood 
pressure and asthma has greatly increased. Such 
diseases, he believes, are “actually a reaction to 
stress in one’s life.” 


The La Crosse physician has developed a 
comprehensive 12-day program called biogenics 
which consists of “a huge variety of exercises 
designed to relax the body, balance the autonomic 
nervous system of the body, balance the emotions 
and program new changes in the body or the mind. 
And ultimately, to put one in spiritual attunement, 
which | consider essential for healing.” 


But Dr. Shealy also believes that the saying, 
“Physician, heal thyself,” applies to everyone, not 
just doctors. 


“BASICALLY, |’m trying to make my patients 
responsible for their own healing,” he said. “In 
contrast to a faith healer, I’m trying to give them faith 
in themselves. Now that’s a problem. Some people 
don’t want that, they want the miracle, external cure. 


“Ultimately, healing comes from within. It cannot 
come from without,” Dr. Shealy added. “We, as 
physicians, only help those situations where we can 
temporarily help the body get back into balance so 
the body can heal itself. And | think most physicians 
would have trouble arguing that concept.”

SANTA ANA—The trial 
for first degree homicide of 
a doctor who allegedly 
strangled an aborted child 
has brought the defense 
suggestion that abortion is 
“Yegal murder.” 


Dr. William Waddill Jr., 
44, is on trial for the death 
last March of a new born 
baby who survived a saline 
abortion he performed at 
Westminster, Calif., Com- 
munity Hospital. The 


- mother was 7% months 


pregnant. 


DEFENSE LAWYER Dr. 
Balfour Watson, in endeav- 
oring to obtain dismissal of 
the case claimed the 
mother of the baby girl had 
a constitutional right to “kill 
the fetus.” 


“Abortion is no more, no 
less, than legalized mur- 
der,” Watson said to Judge 
James K. Turner. 


The evidence showed 
that his client had commit- 
ted nothing but a “lawful 
act,” added the attorney. 


PROSECUTING attorney 


Robert Chatterton de-- 


scribed the action of Wad- 
dill as “a case of outrageous 
brutality.” 


Defense attorneys sub- 
sequently tried to convince 
the Superior Court judge 
that existing abortion laws 
are not specific enough in 
warning a physician as to 
when abortion ends and 
murder begins. 


As testimony began last 
week, defense claimed the 
charges should be dis- 
missed on constitutional 
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grounds, citing a USS. 
Supreme ~Court decision 
upholding the privacy of the 
mother and her right to 
terminate a pregnancy. 


BUT THE JUDGE agreed 
with prosecutor Chatterton 
that the court's decision 
was limited to unborn fe- 
tuses. f 

Testimony for the prose- 
cution recounted that Wad- 
dill claimed the baby was 
dead or nearly dead at the 
time of delivery and that he 
was disturbed “to see a 
baby which | knew to be 
dead have some move- 
ment.” 

In. dismissing the three 
motions for dismissal 
Judge Turner said that an 
unborn fetus was not the 
subject of the trial but 
whether a born human 
being had been killed.

had “her own right to live, 
regardless of the wishes” of 
her 17-year-old mother, the 
unwed daughter of a local 
high school principal.

Jesus said “Seek and you shall find.” 
Because one woman sought him, her 
family and many people in St. Charles 
Borromeo parish, San Diego, are finding 
something meaningful... 


In 1972 Mary Ellen Riedel’s husband 
Alfred had a disabling stroke. Mary Ellen 
sought comfort from the Lord, and she and 
her four children began attending a 
Protestant church. 


GRADUALLY Mary Ellen began to feel 
something was missing. from her new 
church. “There should be much more to 
faith than what they have,” she says. “1 
began to seek the Lord elsewhere.” 


Always a voracious reader, Mary Ellen 
began to use theological books as road 
maps in her search for Ged. 


But in between the books she and her 
family tried on various religions. She says 
“We tried the charismatics, looked into 
mysticism for a while, and even tried 
starting a church of our own.” 


MEANWHILE, they avoided the Catholic 
church. “! had always been warned 
against it,” Mary Ellen says. “I was told that 
the Pope was the anti-Christ, and that the 
Catholic church wasn’t even Christian.” 


Eventually however, Mary Ellen came 
across a book entitled “Apologia Pro Vita 
Sua”, the religious auto-biography of 
Cardinal John Henry Newman, the famed 
English convert of the 19th century. 


“In the book, Cardinal Newman told 
about his attempt to prove that the 
Catholic church was not the church of 
Christ,” Mary Ellen says. “Instead he 
discovered that it is.”
